Try floating a dozen MRS. NETTE O’MELVENY (p. 9) blossoms with 
the entire stem removed, in a large, low, turquoise blue pottery bowl. A white 
porcelain figurine adds interest to the arrangement. 

The yellow and cream-white trumpet daffodil, PRINCEPS (p. 5) used with 
sprays of forsythia and yellow primroses in an ivory colored urn is inexpen- 
sive and beautiful. 

A large bouquet of TWINK or RED CROSS (p. 7) in a tall, flaring Del- 
phinium-blue pottery vase is very lovely. Crushed chicken wire will hold the 
flowers in place. 

The cream and lemon-shaded Double Narcissus PEARL (p. 7) is very 
effective in a low sea-green bowl. 

Several dark blue IMPERATOR Iris (p. 17) together with a few buds and 
some foliage, arranged on a needle holder in the eorner of a flat, oblong green 
container, seem to be growing on the edge of a small lake. Two or three nas- 
turtium or other round leaves floated in the water, with a miniature frog or 
mudturtle resting on one of them, adds to the picture. 

FANTASY TULIPS (p. 18) with leaves, used in a low Japanese bow! which 
is resting on a black teakwood stand make a pretty picture. A small folding 
Japanese table screen behind the bowl and a Japanese figurine add interest.

Daffodils 


The first of the more 
important bulbs to blos- 
som in the spring are 
the hardy and easily 
erown Narcissus, some 
of which, notably the 
long trumpet varieties, 
are commonly called 
Daffodils. They should 
be planted early in the 
fall in well prepared 
soil, which 1s perfectly 
drained and not too 
heavy. Bone meal is a 
safe fertilizer. If ma- 
nure is used, it should 
be very old and should 
be dug in so deeply that 
the bulbs will not come

TRUMPET DAFFODILS 


AEROLITE. One of the newer YELLOW TRUMPETS just becoming well 
known. The flower is of special distinction because of the unusually broad 
petals of the perianth. The trumpet is deep yellow. It is medium early and 
lasts long either in the garden or after it is cut. Each 14c, Doz. $1.35. 


BEERSHEBA. A magnificent WHITE TRUMPET Daffodil, very large, with 
a lone, slender, white trumpet which is beautifully flanged at the mouth. 
The perianth petals are glistening white, perfectly flat, and over-lapping at 
the base, but gracefully pointed. This lovely white flower is outstanding in 
any garden or flower show. If you are building a daffodil collection for your 
own pleasure or to exhibit, you will certainly want to plan BEERSHEBA.

EMPEROR. A standard YELLOW TRUMPET which has been used for bed- 
ding and forcing for many years. The perianth is primrose and the trumpet 
deep yellow. It flowers later than many other varieties. 3 for 25c, Doz. 80c. 

GLORY OF SASSENHEIM. A BI-COLOR with a rich yellow trumpet and fine 
cream-white perianth, a large flower of pleasing form. Each 10c, Doz. $1.00. 

GOLDEN BEAUTY. A BI-COLOR with a golden-yellow trumpet and broad- 
petalled cream-yellow perianth. A fine, well built flower on sturdy, medium 
leneth stems.

The popular YELLOW TRUMPET which sets the standard 
for all other trumpet daffodils. Large golden-yellow flower, with a long 
trumpet beautifully frilled and recurved at the mouth. This is by far the

LA VESTALE. Giant WHITE TRUMPET type, with an ivory-white per- 
ianth, a deep cream-yellow trumpet which later turns to white. It flowers 
very early, is of good substance and keeps well.

MRS. ERNEST H. KRELAGE. Although classed as a WHITE TRUMPET, it 
is really a pale bi-color when it opens, later changing to an ivory white. It is 
a large flower of good substance resembling in shape and size the yellow King 
Alfred.

PACIFIC SPUR. An extremely early all-YELLOW TRUMPET. The bulb 
is very hardy, multiplies rapidly and because of its low price is especially 
oeood for naturalizing where a large number of bulbs are needed. Doz. 75ce,

PRINCEPS. A very early BI-COLOR, long, slender yellow trumpet, petals of 
perianth deep cream and slightly twisted. <A lovely flower in the lower 
price range which may be had in quantity for bedding or naturalizing. Doz.

ROBERT SYDENHAM. A beautiful large and bold YELLOW TRUMPET, 
perianth sulphur yellow, the heavily frilled trumpet golden yellow. The 
stems are very long, making it a fine exhibition variety.

SPRING GLORY. Though one of the older varieties, it is still one of the favor- 
ite BI-COLORS for garden or forcing. Pure yellow trumpet, cream-white 
perianth, lone stems.

LOVE NEST. Among the daintiest and most charming of all the trumpets, 
the perianth pure white, the trumpet cream, the edge turning to apricot 
pink as the flower develops. Each 40c. 

MRS. R. 0. BACKHOUSE. A LEEDSI with an ivory-white perianth and a 
long, slender trumpet of apricot pink, the deeply frilled edge a deeper pink. 
A truly beautiful flower. Each $1.25. 


INCOMPARABILIS NARCISSI 

Distinguishing character—the cup or crown is not less than one-third but 
less than equal to the length of the perianth petals or segments. The perianth 
may be white or yellow, the cup yellow, yellow with orange or red edge, or all 
red. Many of the most beautiful and most outstanding of the newer Narcissi 
are among the Incomparabilis and Leedsi types. The beauty of such varieties 
as Red Cross, John Evelyn, and Franeciska Drake, to mention only a few. can- 
not be adequately pictured in words. 


BERNARDINO. Perianth creamy white, cup yellow edged with orange. A 
very fine flower. Doz. 85c. 

CROESUS. This is a very popular variety. The perianth is light canary yel- 
low, the cup broad, fluted and rich orange to the base. Bach 10c, Doz. $1.00. 

FRANCISKA DRAKE. One of the most beautiful of the Incomparabilis type. 
The perianth is white with golden yellow at the base of each segment. The 
wide, beautifully frilled cup is golden yellow where it joins the perianth but 
shades gradually toward the top into a brilliant orange. Each 25c, Doz. $2.50. 

JOHN EVELYN. An immense flower and very outstanding with its large 
pure white perianth and densely frilled lemon- yellow cup which opens to 
nearly a 2-inch diameter. Each 14c, Doz. $1.40. 

LUCINIUS. Is golden yellow and one of the later flowering varieties. It is 
of good substance, lone lasting in the garden or as a eut flower. Each 13c,

MI-CAREME. A very large early-flowering variety, perianth lighter, cup

SCHEHERAZADE. A very tall self color; citron yellow perianth, heavily frilled 
cup of chrome yellow. One of the famous Backhouse hybrids. Each 80c.

TAGORE. A primrose perianth with a slender, graceful trumpet of deep yel- 
low.

MARY COPELAND. A famous new semi-double having long petals of pure 
cream-white, among which are mingled shorter petals of lemon, gold and 
orange.

BARRII NARCISSI 


Distinguishing character—the cup or crown is less than one-third the length 
of the perianth segments. The colors are generally the same as in the Incom- 
parabilis. The flowers, however, are smaller and more dainty so that they lend 
themselves admirably to informal flower arrangements. 


BATH’S FLAME. A brilliant yellow Barrii on fine long stems. The perianth 
is vellow, the cup darker vellow edged with brillant orange-red. Each 18c, 
Doz. $1.25. 

BARRII CONSPICUUS. One of the older standard varieties, a bright yellow 
perianth and broad-mouthed cup of darker yellow edged red. Doz. 75c. 


DIANA KASNER. A beautiful showy flower on a lone stem and one of the 
finest of the Barrnu class for exhibition. The perianth is white, the cup yel- 
low with a frilled edge of deep red. One of the longest lasting flowers in our 
garden. Late flowering. Hach 10c, Doz. $1.00. 


FIRETAIL. A very popular variety, the perianth broad-petalled and creamy 
white, the large cup orange with deeper oranye frill. Hach 20c, Doz. $2.00. 


LADY MOORE. If you wish to spread the time of blossoming of your bulbs 
over a long period, Lady Moore is one to plant for late bloom. The perianth 
is pure white, the cup yellow with orange frill.

MRS. BARCLAY. A large showy flower with a flat, deeply frilled cup of pale 


yellow with a dainty orange picotee ; a broad-petalled pale primorse perianth.

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LEEDSI NARCISSi 
The distinguishing character of the LEEDSI group is the white perianth 
and the cup of white, cream, or pale citron, sometimes tinged with pink or apri- 
cot. There are the long and the short cupped Leedsi. The long cup is not less 
than one-third but less than equal to the leneth of the perianth segments, thus 
differing from the White Trumpets. The short cupped varieties resemble the 
Barris except in color. 


DAISY SCHAFFER. A new giant DeGraaf hybrid. The flower measures 
41% inches across, the cup nearly 2 inches. The perianth is pure white, the 
cup primrose turning later to canary yellow, deeper at the base than at the 
edge. Though resembling a giant trumpet daffodil it is much more eraceful, 
and has received many awards in large exhibitions. Each $2.00. 


GERTIE MILLAR. This is a handsome flower of the giant LEEDSI type, 
similar to and as large as Van Waveren’s Giant. The perianth is pure white, 
the deeply fluted and frilled cup is pale primrose. <A beautifully propor- 
tioned and graceful flower. HKach 30c, Doz. $3.00. 


HERA. A dainty flower of creamy white, with a deeply frilled cup edged pale 
primrose. Doz. 75c. 


MRS. NETTE O'MELVENY. A Backhouse hybrid of unusual daintiness. 
A pure white perianth, a clear lemon-yellow cup with orange picotee. Lovely 
for flower arrangements. Each 10c, Doz. $1.00. 


SILVER STAR. A broad-petalled star-shaped perianth of pure eream-white, 
with a wide spreading trumpet of a little deeper shade than the perianth.

POETAZ NARCISSI 
The Poetaz are bunch flowered Narcissi, tall vigorous growers with strong, 

erect foliage and heads of well formed, fragrant flowers. 

CHEERFULNESS. A Poetaz which also might be classed under the doubles 
as it is a creamy-white semi-double. The perianth is cream white, the center 
a mixture of short cream-white and pale yellow petals. Very pretty. Each

LAURENS KOSTER. A dependable variety both for the garden and for fore- 
ing, a creamy-white perianth with lemon yellow cup. Doz. 85c. 

ORANGE CUP. Yellow perianth, the frilled eup orange red. A fine showy 
flower with four to seven flowers on a stem.

POETICUS NARCISSI 


Distinguishing characteristic, glistening white perianth, small flat eup with 
yellowish eye edged with orange or red.

PEARLY QUEEN. Two or three drooping flowers on a stem, the perianth 
eream white, the short trumpet lemon yellow. Named because of a distinct 
pearly sheen to the petals. Each 15c, Doz. $1.50. 

QUEEN OF SPAIN. A lovely woodland or rock garden variety, or may be 
grown in pots or bowls. The flowers are of delicate canary yellow, with a 
oraceful reflexing perianth. Height 12 inches. Each 20c, Doz. $2.00. 

THALIA. A beautiful cluster of pure white flowers, 2 to 4 to a stem. The 
flowers are of medium size and gracefully drooping.

You will want to plant 
your Tulip Bulbs about 
a month later than your 
Nareissus. October or 
November is good ex- 
eept in the southern 
states where later plant- 
ing is advised. Do not 
wait until planting time 
to order, however, as 
tulip stocks are not too 
plentiful this year and 
your favorite variety 
may be sold out. Pre- 
pare your bed _ thor- 
WHITE GIANT, ALBINO oughly, using bone meal 
or a general fertilizer. 
See that the drainage is good. Plant 4 to 6 inches deep depending on the 
lightness of the soil, the deeper planting for the hghter soil. You will feel 
amply repaid for your eare in planting when, next spring, you view your gor- 
geous blossoms.

AFTERGLOW (Darwin). You will like the unusual coloring of this variety.

The dainty Mariposa Tulip is a western native bulb which requires a deep 

well-drained gritty soil. They will endure cold but not alternating freezing 
and thawing. Plant in October before the first freeze, 2 to 3 inches deep, and 
muleh with straw or leaves to a depth of several inches. 
CALOCHORTUS ALBUS. The Pearl, having many globular pure white flow- 

ers on stems 1- to 2-feet tall. Hach 10c.

BRODIAEA CAPITATA. A variety of the “California Hyacinth” which re- 
quires a well-drained, gritty soil. Plant in full sun 2 to 3 inches deep and if 
necessary for drainage, in a raised bed or rock garden. In the Kast plant 
before the ground freezes and mulch well with leaves or straw. Flowers are 
a lovely lilae ciuster on a 1- to 2-foot stem. Doz. 75c. 

BRODIAEA LAXA. A vigorous variety with clear blue flowers on 18-inch 
stems. Culture same as for B. Capitata. Doz. 75c. 


CROCUS 


The earliest of all spring flowers, the Crocus needs no introduction to gar- 
den lovers.

The group of Ornithogalum to which the well known “Star of Bethlehenv” 
belongs is divided into hardy and tender species. The hardy varieties should 
be planted in the fall, at least three inches deep, and where they have plenty of 
room as they multiply rapidly. The tender varieties may be planted in pots 
for winter blooming in the house; treated like gladiolus, being kept cool dur- 
ing winter and planted early in the spring; or planted outside in the fall and 
civen protection. 

ORNITHOGALUM NUTANS. A hardy variety used very commonly in English 
gardens. The flowers are bell-shaped and a lovely combination of silver-grey 
and apple-green with upwards of a dozen flowers on each stem. Doz. 50c. 


ORNITHOGALUM THYRSOIDES. When planted out of doors, this tender 
species blossoms in July. Several dozen pure white bell-shaped blossoms top 
a 42-inch stem.
